Chan g es effect callout pa yments, 
overtime and lease car scheme 


DORSET County Council staff 
have "reluctantly" accepted 
changes to their terms and condi¬ 
tions in order to help the author¬ 
ity make savings. 

The changes will see council 
staff lose their subsidised lease 
car scheme as well as take a re¬ 
duction in overtime, standby, call¬ 
out payments and protection 
arrangements following job 
changes. 

The decision will help the coun¬ 
cil achieve annual savings of 
£1.03 million over the next three 
years. 

Vice-chair of the council's Staff 
Consultative Panel, Berny Parkes, 
said:"Union members reluctantly 
accepted by ballot the proposed 
changes to their terms and condi¬ 


tions and acknowledged the 
spirit of co-operation and com¬ 
promise by all parties that 
achieved this agreement. 

"However, members will remain 
vigilant to further attacks on pub¬ 
lic services by national govern¬ 
ment and would call on our 
employers to unite with unions in 
defending the employees and the 
services they provide from further 
cuts." 

The changes will come into ef¬ 
fect on January 1st 2012. A fur¬ 
ther stipulation of the deal states 
that no further whole authority 
changes to terms and conditions 
of service are to be made before 
December 31st 2012. 

Dorset County Council leader 
Angus Campbell said: "We very 


much welcome this decision by 
union members. 

"With the council seeking to 
find more than £55M of savings 
over the next three years, we have 
to look at all areas of expenditure. 

"But we hope these changes to 
terms and conditions will mean 
fewer redundancies than would 
otherwise have been necessary." 

Dorset County Council Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive, David Jenkins, added: "I 
am very pleased to see how all 
parties have worked together to 
meet the very difficult challenges 
with which we are faced. 

"As a result, this agreed package 
strikes a balance between reduc¬ 
ing costs and rewarding staff 
fairly."

DORCHESTER town centre now has a 
total of 16 bicycle stands within its 
bounds, thanks to funding secured by the 
town’s BID working closely with other 
local agencies to purchase these much 
needed facilities. 

The Dorset Health and Wellbeing Part¬ 
nership - part of the Communities for 
Health organisation, the West Dorset Part¬ 
nership, the Dorset Strategic Partnership, 
and Dorset County Council as part of the 
local transport plan, all played their part 
in creating these parking areas.

to see the cycle racks already in use.” 

Although many other towns have their 
own cycle stands, what is unique to 
Dorchester are the special “flagpole 
stands” which mark out these parking 
spaces. Designed by BID director, Phil 
Gordon, they are topped with a penny far¬ 
thing, leaving the visitor in no doubt as to 
the purpose and location of the cycle 
parks. 

By creating the drawings himself, he en¬ 
sured the finished product would fit in 
perfectly with Dorchester’s historic street 
scene, and it was equally important to Mr 
Gordon that a local manufacturer be 
found to make the stands. 

Offering very competitive rates, the task 
fell to Bridmet who made a superb job of 
the county town’s penny farthings com¬ 
plete with the names of their sponsors. 

Mr Gordon said: “I am incredibly 
pleased with the final result.

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Making art accessible

T O celebrate their 
remarkable 
progress the art 
class at the Age Concern 
Centre in Dorchester 
held a cream tea and ex¬ 
hibition on Friday. 

The eight members of 
the class have been 
meeting for just 10 
weeks of a 12-week 
course. 

During that time most 
of them have gone from 
absolute beginners to 
being able to create 
landscape watercolours 
of their own. 

Artist Margaret Flavell 
runs the class. She said: 
"I don't teach, as such, or 
do demonstrations but I 
have showed the class 
some of my work and I 
aim to help, advise and 
encourage so that each 
person develops their 
own style. 

"We were able to 
begin the classes with a 
grant from Dorchester 
POPP (Partnership for 
Older People), which 
meant that people 


could just turn up with 
no equipment of their 
own. 

"Sometimes older peo¬ 
ple approaching art for 
the first time don't really 
know what to paint or 
how to start. With the 
grant money we were 
able to buy some course 
work with pictures for 
inspiration and some 
very basic templates to 
encourage people to 
begin. 

"The templates offer 
some broken lines and 
perspective for the be¬ 
ginning of a picture. It's 
then up to the painter to 
fill in the rest of the lines 
and interpret the picture 
as they see fit. I always 
encourage them to add 
in something of their 
own so that they de¬ 
velop a style. 

"I think by the end of 
the course I will know 
which pictures belong 
to which person just by 
looking at them." 

Anna Biley, the Age UK 
development officer, 


who was helping to 
serve cream teas said 
that the class had been 
really popular and they 
were very grateful to 
POPP for the grant. 

Shecontinued:"Aftera 
short break we are hop¬ 
ing to resume again in 
October. Most of the 
members of this class 


want to continue on Fri¬ 
day afternoons and we 
hope to offer a new class 
for those wishing to 
start on Wednesday af¬ 
ternoons." 

Mrs Flavell continued: 
"The idea is to make art 
accessible, so during the 
winter we hope it might 
be possible to take the 


opportunity out to 
some of the people 
who, perhaps, can't 
make it into the centre." 

All those who were 
painting on Friday after¬ 
noon agreed that they 
had very much enjoyed 
the course and hoped to 
continue with the 
classes in October.

Mayor's chose charity reaches out to young people with nowhere to go 


“They talked to me and made sure I was 
okay and settled. It was the safest I’d felt 
in a long time as I’d been sleeping in my 
car. Although I was initially scared about 
coming, this didn’t last.” 

T HIS is just one testimonial from the 
many young people who have used 
the services of Dorset Nightstop 
and their host families. Dorset Nightstop 
is one of the charities the Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester, Councillor Tess James, has chosen 
to support during her year in office, not 
just financially but also helping to raise 
the profile of this invaluable organisation. 

Dorset Nightstop provides emergency 
accommodation for homeless young peo¬ 
ple between the ages of 16 - 25. They stay 
in the homes of carefully recruited, fully 
checked and trained volunteers, or “host 
families”, who are supported by project 
staff. Accommodation is on a one-night- 
at-a-time basis for a maximum of three 
nights. 

The youngsters can expect a free service, 
an evening meal, washing facilities, a 
room of their own for the night, breakfast, 
a listening ear if required, and a temporary 
safe environment. This allows them 
breathing space to get support and move 
towards finding more permanent accom¬ 
modation, and provides a short term solu¬ 
tion when other options are not available. 

Young people can find themselves 
homeless for many reasons, and not al-

ways of their own making. This can be 
anything from a family break-up to sud¬ 
den unemployment, high rents, and a total 
lack of communication between parent 
and child which can turn even the most 
trivial of problems into a seemingly un- 
surmountable obstacle. Only a very small 
proportion of runaways are as a direct re¬ 
sult of drug misuse or anti-social behav¬ 
iour. Local authorities only have a duty to 
provide emergency accommodation for 
young people with a priority need and is 
often difficult for them to secure. Young 
people without this priority need are of¬ 
fered advice and information but rarely 
somewhere to stay. 

This is where Nightstop steps in. A 
county-wide charity, Nightstop offers ac¬ 
commodation in a safe, friendly environ¬ 
ment, at the same time allowing agencies 
time to look at long term solutions to their 
homelessness. It is not a solution in itself. 
As well as social services and housing as¬ 
sociations, the charity has forged links 
with other agencies such as the Hub, Re¬ 
run, and Connexions in an attempt to keep 
these runaways off the streets. But to keep 
this organisation running smoothly, host 
families are desperately needed in Dorch¬ 
ester - one of the biggest referral areas - 
who are prepared to open their doors to 
homeless youngsters and offer a safe 
haven to those who are often scared and 


distressed. 

Volunteer drivers are also needed, essen¬ 
tial in a rural area such as Dorset, to trans¬ 
port the youngsters to and from their host 
families. As already mentioned, full train¬ 
ing and support is given, and all basic ex¬ 
penses will be covered. 

Nightstop Co-ordinator Sophie Tschep¬ 
pera said: “The first 12 months have seen 
a successful start to this project, and I have 
personally seen many of the young people 
we have helped turn the corner and get 
their lives back on track with our help. 

“This project is invaluable in giving 
youngsters the breathing space they so 
desperately need, and gives them a real 
helping hand in the move towards inde¬ 
pendent living. 

“These are vulnerable people, often ex¬ 
periencing life away from home for the 
first time. We need to move away from the 
bed and breakfast culture and create a 
more homely atmosphere for those look¬ 
ing for a roof over their heads.”

As one local social worker said about a

Why it would save tax-payers money 
to stop council office building now 


■ A NEW'Reasoning Pressure Group'this 
Saturday embarks on a series of four Satur¬ 
day morning "Question-Time" Public Meet¬ 
ings to demonstrate - using facts and the 
sales and customer experience of traders 
since Charles Street South car-park, Dorch¬ 
ester, was closed - why it would be cheaper 
for tax-payers, even now - with cancellation 
penalties - to immediately abort the cur¬ 
rent building foundation work there. This 
should happen even ahead of the'investi¬ 
gation' being carried out by external audi¬ 
tors KPMG report being issued in 
September. 

Crucial to the argument is the discovery 
that an outline design exists from a former 
WDDC District Architect, that hasn't been 
debated by council in the last five years, 
which would site the new offices conve¬ 
niently and economically just behind the 
council's existing offices at Stratton House. 

It would meet all the latest building reg¬ 
ulations, greenness and Disability Discrim¬ 
ination Act requirements and could be 4-6 
storeys high...so it would not be necessary 
to blot out Charles Street South car park's 
226 spaces, which represent 250,000 x 2- 
hour opportunities per year of highly con¬ 
venient public parking for everyone 
including for pensioners, disabled and 


those with heavy shopping. 

Dependent then on the council's will it 
could convert back to a two-tier car-park to 
help handle parking need, should a shop¬ 
ping centre development ever become vi¬ 
able in the future on Charles Street North 
car-park. Maybe the council could discuss 
there being a green community-based area 
above the new Charles Street South two- 
tier car-park? 

This will be discussed on Saturday, and 
questions will be put to Peter Woodward, 
archaeologist and retired Curator of Dorset 
County Museum, on the archaeology be¬ 
neath Charles Street, parts of which he has 
excavated in the past. 

Questions too for Keith Hix, retired 
Kingston Maurward horticultural Lecturer, 
on the horse-chestnut trees in the South 
Walks monument - following great con¬ 
cern on how this month roots have had ex¬ 
cavated earth piled-up on them, against 
British Standards recommendations, and 
impeding air from reaching root-ends. 

Then a Dorchester trader's experience 
since the car park has closed will be dis¬ 
cussed. 

Finally the forceful statement'But it'd be 
far too costly to stop now!'will be disproved 
because of the estimated £200,000 p.a. loss 


of car-parking fees from the shut car-park 
(totalling £16 million over 80 years), plus 
the knock-on sales loss to existing traders, 
the £-million(s) dowry to the National Trust 
to take-over the'Tolpuddle-Martyrs'Crown 
Courts, and the likely £1m+ deficit against 
the council estimate on property-sales 
round Stratton House. The new Reasoning 
Group is'BOSS'standing for'Build Offices 
on Stratton-House Site'. It would avoid the 
terrible parking muddle that currently 
could happen, if the whole of Charles street 
parking had to be closed for two years 
while a shopping development was built. 

'BOSS' is asking councillors to be bold, 
reason through the complete figures, and 
take the decision which reason containing 
all the facts and figures shows, especially 
taking into account the new economic re¬ 
ality and likeliness of investors being able 
to go ahead with a shopping development 
at this time. 

Invitations for future Saturdays will be 
sent to council leaders, our MP and other 
experts on specific issues. The meetings are 
100 per cent non-political.

Hardy's heathland 
features on television 


THORNCOMBE Woods near Dorch¬ 
ester, an inspiration for local writer 
Thomas Hardy, featured on BBC 
One’s Countryfile programme on Sun¬ 
day. 

John Craven and the Countryfile 
team recently visited the site, managed 
by Dorset County Council’s Dorset 
Countryside Service, to learn about the 
ongoing works to restore the heathland 
that makes up part of Hardy’s ‘Egdon 
Heath’. 

Focusing on the landscape that in¬ 
spired the writer, the BBC team 
learned how Dorset Countryside 
rangers have removed a former conifer 
plantation on Duddle Heath to encour¬ 
age regeneration of heathland plants. 
The area together with Thorncombe 
Woods is now being grazed by Dart¬ 
moor ponies to keep scrub re-growth 
under control. 

Dorset Countryside area ranger 
Lawrence Weston said: “Restoring the 
heathland in this area really gives you 
an insight into the landscape that in¬ 
spired Thomas Hardy’s writings. It is 
an exposed, elemental and harsh envi¬ 
ronment that can make you feel vul¬ 
nerable. Hardy’s birthplace is much 
more than the building he was born in, 
it is the landscape that shaped his un¬ 
derstanding of the world and became 
the setting for much of his writing.” 

In addition to exploring the area of 
heathland restoration, John Craven 
met the local ‘heath cropper’ ponies 


while taking in the views of Dorch¬ 
ester by Rushy Pond. The programme 
will be aired on BBC One and can be 
viewed on the BBC iplayer. 

The heathland restoration work is 
only one aspect of developments at the 
site. The Hardy’s Birthplace Project is 
a partnership Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) project between Dorset County 
Council and the National Trust to im¬ 
prove visitor facilities for both Hardy’s 
Cottage and Thorncombe Woods.

Leave the hangers 
behind at M&S 

TWO of the UK's most trusted household names, Marks 
& Spencer (M&S) and UNICEF have formed a partner¬ 
ship to help transform the lives of the world's poorest 
children. Staff at the M&S Dorchester store now ask cus¬ 
tomers not to take a hanger home when they buy 
clothes and will instead donate 50p for every £1 saved 
from hanger recycling to UNICEF, the world's leading 
children's organisation. 

The aim is to raise at least £1.9million over the next 
three years. This will fund a critical new project in two 
locations within the Mymensingh and Dhaka regions 
of Bangladesh, providing all the basics children need 
for a better future, such as clean water, education and 
healthcare. 

Marc Bolland, Chief Executive Officer of Marks & 
Spencer says: "By simply leaving their hangers at the 
tills our customers are helping us, helping UNICEF and 
helping some of the world's poorest children - just one 
box of hangers can provide a child with clean water for 
a fortnight. We are very proud of our UNICEF partner¬ 
ship and believe it can make a big difference to families 
and communities in Bangladesh, a country we have a 
large presence in with a regional office and 38 supplier 
factories." 

The unique programme will improve the lives of over 
50,000 people in Bangladesh by addressing every as¬ 
pect of a child's basic needs within their communities. 

The funding will cover 16 interventions including 
healthcare (breast feeding programmes and treatment 
for malnutrition), education (funding nursery and pri¬ 
mary schooling) and the provision of essential services 
such as sanitation and clean water. An estimated five 
million people live in slum locations in Dhaka alone. 

It is hoped the hanger recycling scheme will enable 
M&S to re-use and recycle over 150 million unwanted

Children at the library were treated to an 
hilarious account of the author's own at¬ 
tempts to buy a Vietnamese pot-bellied 
pig, complete with rugby tackles, a thor¬ 
ough splattering from head to foot in pig 
poo, and making friends over a bag of 
raisins. And when asked during her count¬ 
less visits into schools, where her initial 
ideas came from and what started her writ¬ 
ing childrens books, she always replies 
"Tilly the pot-bellied pig!" 

Tanya had an interesting childhood in 
Gravesend, Kent. "I spent a lot of time up 
trees with a 

skipping rope tied around my waist, 
longing to turn into a monkey,’’she said. 

“The rest of my time was spent waging 
war against the cruelties of nature. I res¬ 
cued stranded worms, mended snails' 
shells with Sellotape, righted beetles, and 
buried the birds that the cat brought 
home." 

Tanya also spent time working in a zoo 
dressed up in a bear suit as Kevin the 
Teddy, and helping at a local arts centre 
where she had the delightful task of put¬ 
ting up soggy posters in the rain.

What made Tanya take the criminal path

‘Goldsmith's Daughter’, serious historical 
novels for the young adult, I felt I needed 
some light relief. So I turned to crime! 

“I've always enjoyed reading murder 
mysteries: disentangling the lies, the in¬ 
trigue, the double bluffs, identifying the 
red herrings - it's as satisfying as complet¬ 
ing a huge jigsaw or a tricky crossword 
puzzle. The notion of writing murder mys¬ 
teries of my own - Agatha Christie for kids 

- had been at the back of my mind for a 
while although I hadn't developed the con¬ 
cept. 

“After an operation on my leg I spent a 
couple of weeks in bed recuperating. It 
was then that I began to jot down some 
ideas and once I'd started they came in 
thick and fast. Dreaming up plots is highly 
addictive. I can't look at an ornament now 
without wondering if it would make a 
good blunt instrument, or enter a building 
without puzzling over where the body 
might be discovered. I've had a great time 
creating this series - it's 

been wonderfully refreshing. I hope peo¬ 
ple have as much fun reading them as I 
had writing them." 

Tanya was a great speaker, funny, ani¬ 
mated, entertaining, very much a reflec¬ 
tion of her work.

BAUHAUS Records runs an indus¬ 
try-based music workshop in partner¬ 
ship with Dorchester Youth Centre on 
a Thursday evenings, courtesy of 
Shawn Keys and Carl Ashwin. 

They run a wide range of mini cur¬ 
riculum, comprising of an educational 
syllabus created in direct response to 
the needs of each individual attendee. 
Workshops are offered in vocal 
coaching, live performance and con¬ 
fidence building, band development, 
training for recording artists, and hip 
hop vocal coaching and track produc¬ 
tion. 

Vocal coaching is carried out by an 
experienced singer with 25 years’ ex¬ 
perience. Candidates perform to in¬ 
strumental backing tracks and focus 
on the correct mechanics of vocal per¬ 
formance such as breathing and mus¬ 
cle physicality, the sessions carried 
out in a live environment using a mi¬ 
crophone and PA system. This gives 
the student direct training in live per¬ 
formance, including correct micro¬ 
phone use and exposure to stage 
technique. They also carry out focus 
sessions in the studio looking at more 
specialised techniques that cannot be 
explored in the live environment. 

Live performance and confidence 
building is a companion to the vocal 
coaching that focuses on live per¬ 
formance in terms of audience inter¬ 
action and what to do on stage. The 
student is taught how to connect to the 


song and illustrate the “story” with 
physical gestures like hand move¬ 
ments and facial emotions. This is 
primarily about developing the per¬ 
former’s confidence to take owner¬ 
ship of their song and present a full 
package, a very successful way of 
turning around young people with se¬ 
vere confidence issues. This confi¬ 
dence spreads out into other aspects 
of their lives as they realise they have 
the ability to overcome issues that 
have been hindering their life 
progress. 

Band development focuses on effec¬ 
tive rehearsal technique. Many bands 
have limited time and money to hire 
rehearsal space so it is important that 
their time is used efficiently. Guid¬ 
ance is given on how to rehearse and 
develop songs, focusing on breaking 
the song down into sections and iden¬ 
tifying who within the band needs 
time to focus on developing a part. It 
makes the band members aware of 
each other’s contribution, promoting 
a more coherent awareness within the 
band. They discuss the use of per¬ 
formance techniques such as dynam¬ 
ics and the need to develop a tight 
sound, and have had very positive 
feedback from the bands they have 
worked with so far. 

Hip hop vocal coaching and track 
production caters for a generalised but 
growing number of young, predomi¬ 
nantly male, performers. Often these 


artists are from difficult personal cir¬ 
cumstances and this brings a specific 
set of challenges, the aim again to de¬ 
velop an artist’s performance in a live 
environment. It also assists with lyric 
writing and creating a backing track 
over which to perform. Again with the 
label infrastructure in place these 
projects can be carried out to industry 
standards and can lead to publishing 
of recorded material as a global re¬ 
lease. 

Between Bauhaus Records qualified 
teaching staff and the provision of 
qualified youth workers, they under¬ 
stand the needs of young people and 
have created a programme directly 
relevant to their interests. The core 
consideration of their educational pro¬ 
vision is that everything they deliver 
is industry based and happens in an 
industrial environment with all the 
professional considerations and ex¬ 
pectations this environment brings.

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Coastwatch prevents environmental disaster 


SHARP eyes averted an environmental disaster 
when members of Portland Bill Coastwatch spotted 
a fully laden Panamanian chemical tanker heading 
straight for the Shambles Bank. 

They quickly alerted coastguards and the tanker 
was warned she was “standing in to danger” to¬ 
wards the treacherous shingle and sand bank and 
advised to alter course. 

This was just one example of the vitally important 
work carried out by Coastwatch staff who are 
coastguards’ eyes and ears at Portland Bill. 

Their observation post commands views as far as 

61 miles to the east with Fawley power station and 

62 miles to the west with radio masts near Torquay. 

In a single month Coastwatch has been involved 

with a missing person search, a coaster going over 
the top of the Shambles, vessels breaking down, 
cliff incidents and even issuing a warning about 
loose horses which had got out on to the road. 

Shipping from all over the world crosses their vi¬ 
sion and shows up on a radar screen which is ac¬ 
curate to within two metres and which shows a 
vessel’s course and speed. 

All vessels’ identities are revealed on an Auto¬ 
matic Identification System which provides details 
of every ship’s name and which port it is bound for. 

One flick of a switch can reveal the position and 
name of every ship in the Bill’s sector of the Eng¬ 
lish Channel. 

Coastwatch, which is a registered charity, is en¬ 
tirely manned by voluntary staff and exists solely 
through charitable donations. 

Station manager Geoff Peters said: “We cover 
690 square miles of sea with a visible horizon of 
about 15 miles. 

“Sixteen years ago it was decided that a number 
of coastal coastguard stations would be closed and, 
two weeks after Bass Point at the Lizard in Com-

wall was shut, two young fishermen lost their lives 
50 metres from the look-out. 

“A group of mariners got together and decided to 
re-open the look-out and that was how National 
Coastwatch started. 

“Portland Bill was the last coastguard station to 
close in 1995 and we re-opened it in 1997 and now 
operate 364 days a year. 

“In 2004 we rebuilt the original look-out that had 


been up since 1934 into what it is today. 

“We have between 60-70 volunteers from all walks 
of life from ex-Rear Admirals and nuclear submarine 
captains to prison officers, doctors and electricians. 

“We also monitor weather by the hour which is fed 
to the coastguard and we work closely with them, the 
police, immigration officers and drug alliance offi¬ 
cers.” 

Deputy station manager John Watts is currently in¬ 
volved with a special project to put a CCTV camera 
on Portland Bill lighthouse to monitor vessels using 
the inshore passage and dangerous Portland Race. 


He said: “We currently cannot see the inshore pas¬ 
sage which is below our line of sight, so the new 
camera will be a big help to us.” 

Volunteers are always needed by Coastwatch, said 
Geoff, who added that many people who join take on 
a new lease of life. 

He said: “The job we do is vital and we are here to 
serve the community and mariners who find them¬ 
selves passing the Bill. 

“The Race we look over is among the most notori¬ 
ous in Europe and our mission is to keep our eyes 
firmly on it to help save lives.”

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There once was a man from Limerick 


Throughout the spring and summer months View 
From reporter TOM GLOVER is welcoming all chal¬ 
lenges in his column ‘Take on Tom’. 

This week Tom visited the LOCAL HISTORY CEN¬ 
TRE to trace his past with the help of Bridport Mu¬ 
seum’s assistant curator Margaret Milree. 


THIS week my Take on 
Tom journey took me back 
in time as I traced my fam¬ 
ily tree to the 19th century 
to discover my Irish blood. 

Before I arrived, assis¬ 
tant curator Margaret Mil¬ 
ree suggested I try and find 
out as much information I 
could from my living rela¬ 
tives. 

Apparently, some local 
residents, whose families 
have lived in the same area 
for years, can trace their 
ancestors back centuries in 
a matter of minutes. I, 
though, am a first genera¬ 
tion local, descended from 
“grockles”, so my history 
is a little harder to track. 

Luckily for me, both sets 
of my grandparents are 
still alive. Unluckily for 
me, they all come from the 
most complicated of back¬ 
grounds. My paternal 
grandmother, or Nan as I 
should call her because 
grandmother makes her 
sound old apparently, was 
the daughter of unmarried 
parents. Her father’s first 
wife was in a mental insti¬ 
tution and he took my 
great grandmother’s sur¬ 
name to avoid the stigma 
attached to children being 
born out of wedlock. With 
me so far? 


My Nan’s mother’s 
background wasn’t any 
simpler, as she was appar¬ 
ently one of 22 children. 
I’ve heard of people hav¬ 
ing enough kids for a five- 
a-side team but my great 
great grandmother had 
enough for two teams to 
play a full 11-a-side 
match. 

On my maternal grand¬ 
parents’ side the situation 
is even more complicated. 
My grandfather was left in 
a cafe shortly after his 
birth and grew up in an or¬ 
phanage never knowing 
his real parents. I was wor¬ 
ried this could be less like 
and episode of “Who Do 
You Think You Are?” and 
more like “The Jeremy 
Kyle Show”. 

Joking aside, both sets of 
my grandparents grew up 
in tough times with very 
little money, in a London 
that’s a world apart from 
what it is now. My Nan’s 
mother was one of 22 but 
only one of five who actu¬ 
ally reached adulthood and 
tracing that history is 
something I find truly in¬ 
teresting. 

Now I only had two 
hours in which to do this 
and with what I’d already 
discovered I wasn’t ex¬ 


tin oi £*» 
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pecting to get anywhere 
fast. 

And for the first hour that 
seemed to be the case. Me 
and Margaret could get so 
far and then we’d hit a 
dead end. To get further 
we’d need to obtain birth 
and marriage certificates, 
this is all possible with the 
software at the history cen¬ 
tre but would take a few 
weeks to process. 

If you have an interest in 
researching your family 
tree though, then the local 
history centre would be an 
excellent place to start. 
They have access to a 
number of online data¬ 
bases, which can be used 
for tracking your ancestors. 
The main site they use, an- 
cestry.com, gives digital 
access to census records 
and limited access to birth, 
marriage and death 
records. 

Margaret herself also of¬ 
fers invaluable experience 
on how to go about your 
search, so for just £1 an 
hour the centre provides 
excellent value for money. 

As I neared the end of my 
two hours though, I’d only 
managed to get as far back 
as my great grandparents. I 


had some leads on my 
great great grandparents 
but nothing concrete. 

Then Margaret pointed 
out another excellent fea¬ 
ture on the ancestry data¬ 
base - the ability to search 


through other users’ family 
trees. I typed in the name 
of my paternal granddad’s 
mother, the unusually 
named Mary Duhigg, and 
I hit the ancestral jackpot. 

Somewhere else in the 
world someone had been 
researching their own 
Duhigg ancestry and had 
done all the hardwork for 
me. I was able to trace my 
granddad’s family line 
back five generations 
where I discovered Timo¬ 
thy Duhigg, a London 


bootmaker who hailed 
from Limerick, Ireland, 
home of the comic poem. I 
don’t know why he came 
to London, my guess is he 
got fed up of not being 
able to rhyme anything 
with his first name. I imag¬ 
ine that would be a night¬ 
mare for a man from 
Limerick. 

Timothy had also had a 
son called Timothy, which 
incidentally is a habit that 
makes family tree research 
a nightmare, who was a 


leather dresser. I’m not en¬ 
tirely sure what a leather 
dresser is but I’d like to 
think he was some kind of 
19th century Fonzie from 
a Cockney “Happy Days”. 

In a couple of hours I’d 
managed to trace some of 
my family line back to the 
1830s and I had to drag 
myself away from the 
screen when my time was 
up. 

So far, I haven’t made 
any earth shattering dis¬ 
coveries. I doubt I would 



get my own episode of 
“Who Do You Think You 
Are?”, but discovering 
where you come from is a 
truly addictive process.

TO celebrate a relationship formed over the past seven 
years, Kushti Bok, the gypsy and traveller community 
group in Dorset has presented Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege with a Legend Pole - a unique cedar sculpture bear¬ 
ing carvings representing the culture of gypsy and 
traveller people. 

Kushti Bok, meaning ‘good luck’ in Romany, was 
formed in 2005 to help gypsy and traveller communities 
to overcome discrimination, isolation and stigma and im¬ 
prove learning opportunities.

A few simple and proac¬ 
tive steps can make all 
the difference when 
cleaning your toilet. Many 
people and organisations (in 
non customer areas) neglect 
their toilets - possibly be¬ 
cause it is seen as low prior¬ 
ity and an unpleasant job.

Dorset County Show secretary Sam Mackenzie-Green 
said she was very pleased and looking forward to a tremen¬ 
dous weekend in Coker's Frome, Dorchester, on Saturday 
3 September and Sunday 4 September. 

'We're so excited that farming in Dorset is holding up so 
well during the recession. We also have a really strong entry 
for cattle - entries this year are nudging towards the 300 
mark, with 52 Devon cattle entries. Farm produce is going 
well, with the grain tent getting lots of entries this year. And 
of course trade stands are going to be a record, as they are 
up 10 per cent on last year.' 

Committees that organise other agricultural shows in the 
county are also reporting a record-breaking year for live¬ 
stock entries, particularly in the sheep classes. 


Melplash Show Secretary, Lucy Hart, said:'Numbers are 
up on last year. Sheep entries have gone mad, with some 
really good rare and primitive breeds. We've got Shetlands, 
North Ronaldsays, Manx Loaghtan, Hebridean, Wensley- 
dale and Dartmoors, as well as a lovely selection of rare and 
very strong texels.' 

Gillingham and Shaftesbury Show Secretary, Sam Brad- 
dick, said: 'Our sheep entries are way up. They have been 
going up every year, but this year we have got 50 or 60 
more than usual - that's a rise of 15%.' 

Chairman of the Dorset NFU, Robert Lasseter, said:'The 
record entries for livestock classes across the board at our 
three agricultural shows in Dorset is really exciting. It's ev¬ 
idence of more interest in agriculture generally, and in par¬ 
ticular, where our food comes from. 

'It shows Dorset's farming community pulling together. 
There are more smallholders, many with rare breeds of live¬ 
stock, all taking an interest. There is also the'Adam Henson 
effect,'with Countryfile now boasting higher viewing fig¬ 
ures than Eastenders. 

'It's all evidence that farming is an exciting way of life, and 
agriculture offers lots of varied and rewarding careers. Our 
three shows in the county are our showcase for 
everything agricultural, so they are definitely 
the place to go if you want to know more and 
get involved!' 

Dorset County Show organisers have made 
the decision to freeze the cost of tickets. Ad¬ 
vance tickets cost £10 for adults, or £13 on the 
gates. Kids and dogs go free. Car parking is still 
free.

Sebastien 
Loeb and Daniel Elena who emerged victorious in Rally 
Finland at the end of July, lead the Drivers/Co-drivers 
rankings by 27 points. Sebastien Ogier and Julien In¬ 
grassia are currently lying third, 31 points behind their 
team-mates. 

"SomeTarmac at last,"smiles Sebastien Loeb, who has 
been dominant on this surface for more than five years. 

"I know that everybody will be gunning for me in Ger¬ 
many. We've never been beaten on these roads but the 
winning streak has to come to an end one day. It's up 
to us to make sure it doesn't this time out!" 

"None of the sectors are alike", continues the driver 
from Alsace."There are three very distinct parts with the 
military camp, the vines and the country roads.

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Skoda breaks 200mph barrier on Utah salt flats 


SKODA's Octavia vRS has become the lat¬ 
est member to join Bonneville's leg¬ 
endary 200 mph club. 

The 500 bhp 'salt spec' challenger - 
built to celebrate the tenth anniversary 
of the iconic vRS performance flagship 
badge - pushed its way through the 200 
mph barrier, four days ahead of schedule. 

In doing so the car, dubbed the 'vRS 
Bonneville Special', has become the 
fastest SKODA ever. 

The Octavia vRS achieved an impressive 
195.69 mph on its first run of the day. On 
the car's sixth official outing at Bonneville 
Speed Week (13-20), the Octavia vRS pro¬ 
pelled itself to an impressive 202.15 mph. 

Ahead of the event at the world famous 
salt flats the brand's UK technical team - 
who prepared the car in Milton Keynes - 
arrived in Salt Lake City, Utah to finalise 
months of hard work and preparation. 

In an environment where bhp is king 
and traction loss is your nemesis, the car 
underwent a rigorous dyno programme 
with the assistance of performance soft¬ 


ware and tuning outfit specialist REVO 
Technik. 

Driven by journalist Richard Meaden, 
the Octavia had demonstrated its poten¬ 
tial on Sunday, August 14th, powering its 
way to 191 mph securing all four speed 
licenses required before heading to the 
magical 200 mph barrier. 

Robert Hazelwood, Director for SKODA 
UK, said: "Months of rigorous planning, 
testing and preparation have all been 
worthwhile. 

"At 13:24 on Monday, August 15th, we 
took our Octavia vRS past the 200 mph 
barrier. The entire team has done an out¬ 
standing job. Our special thanks go to 
Richard on an incredible drive. 

"This marks another exciting milestone 
in the brand's motorsport achievements 
and is a great way to celebrate ten years 
of the vRS range and commemorate 110 
years of SKODA's participation in motor- 
sport." 

With four days remaining the team is 
now focusing their efforts on closing the 


gap on the 2.0-litre production car record 
which stands at 216 mph. 

The Octavia vRS Bonneville Special 

The car is a factory-fresh production 
Octavia vRS, with some changes made to 
improve aerodynamics and perform¬ 
ance. 

That includes lowering the ride height 
to run almost 80mm closer to the ground 
and a new sub-frame which houses a 


race prepared intercooler. It retains its 
production-standard 2.0-litre four-cylin¬ 
der TSI petrol engine, with the standard 
turbo replaced with a large unit from re¬ 
spected component firm Garrett. 

Generating over 500 BHP, and produc¬ 
ing 30+ PSI of boost pressure, the Bon¬ 
neville Octavia vRS drinks high-octane 
race fuel (with water methanol mix) 
rather than unleaded petrol. 

The unique racer has been built to strin¬ 


gent Southern California Timing Associa¬ 
tion (SCTA) safety regulations, which 
means a reinforced roll cage, parachute, 
fire extinguishers and window cage. 

Since its launch in 2001, vRS has cap¬ 
tured the hearts of UK motorists who 
enjoy the thrill of sports car driving.

Currently Anthony and the 
Apache have made it to Barnaul - 
his last city in Russia before reach¬ 
ing the Mongolian border, saying"! 
travelled across France, Belgium, 
Germany then into the Czech Re¬ 
public, through Austria, Hungary, 
Slovakia, then Poland... Ukraine and 
now Russia." 

Riding as much as 14 hours in a 
day and covering as much as 2,500 
miles in just four days, both bike 
and rider are being tested like never 
before. 

He's been chased away from 
campsites and forced to wait at bor¬ 
ders for days as he chose not to pay 
the $1,000 to $2,000 fines for appar¬ 
ent'invalid paperwork'but he's kept 
his nerve and made it through with 
just the delay. 

The only issues he has had with 
the bike, apart from the school boy 
error of running out of fuel in Ger¬ 
many, has been with a fork leg. An¬ 
thony managed to damage it when 


servicing the bike in a car park, but 
was fortunate enough to get a re¬ 
placement part from a local dealer 
in the Ukraine. Very handy consid¬ 
ering he doesn't have a support ve¬ 
hicle. 

Describing the current leg of the 
Mongol Rally Anthony says: "Russia 
has been tough, hot, dirty, smoggy 
and literally thousands of trucks try¬ 
ing to push you out of the way! 

"Police everywhere, there's 
nowhere to buy food just filling sta¬ 
tions. I'm coughing up black dirt! 
I've covered most of southern Rus¬ 
sia in a few days, am very tired but 
bike's been great!" 

Anthony says the quality of the 
roads has been degenerating 
throughout the journey, and they

actually disappeared when he 
crossed the last border to Mongolia, 
saying: "Unfortunately the border 
I'm registered with has very bad 
roads... i.e. none." - so this is when 
the challenge steps up a gear! 

Anthony has had to rely on his 
gear supplied by many sponsors in¬ 
cluding Ocford Products, Akito, 
Nitro, LS2 helmets, Lazer helmets, 
Silkolene, Putoline, Forcefield ar¬ 
mour, Bike it, Lloyd Lifestyle and 
many dealers have all played their 
part and I am so grateful!"

Bad weather hampers land speed record challenge

S INCE 1924 the Campbell family have 
used the Pendine sand in Carmarthen¬ 
shire, Wales as the home for their Bluebird 
record attempts. 

During the weekend of August 13th and 
14th, Don Wales - grandson of the cele¬ 
brated Malcolm Campbell and nephew of 
Donald Campbell - and his son Joseph re¬ 
turned to the iconic seven-mile stretch of 
beach in an attempt to add another entry 
to the history books. 

Organising a Land Speed Record attempt 
is an epic logistical feat before a wheel has 
even turned. 

The team has faced countless hurdles in 
their quest for speed; delayed component 
parts, cancelled runs, tight budgets, limited 
testing and too few hours in a day. 


Not to mention the inherently short win¬ 
dow of time between low tides at Pendine 
and the unpredictability of the weather. 

Saturday, August 13th wasn't just the 
2011 Bluebird Electric's first time on Pen¬ 
dine, it was only the second time Joe Wales 
had got behind the wheel of the vehicle. 

Weather conditions on the day hampered 
the exploratory runs but provided plenty of 
valuable experience for the young driver. 

A blue sky on Sunday put the Bluebird 
team in good spirits and Don was keen to 
give Joe the opportunity to enter the 
record books himself. 

Sadly, the return leg of a fast outward run 
was brought to a premature end. Limited 
visibility within the cockpit of Bluebird and 
an alarming slide towards the sea at speeds 


in excess of 10Omph caused the car to 
bounce severely on the uneven surface and 
hit a soft pothole of sand. 

The resulting impact damaged the 
bodyshell, steering components and dis¬ 
connected a bottom wishbone. 

Only Joe's natural talent for car control on 
soft sand and quick reactions meant the 
damage on impact was as minimal as it was 
and that Jo was un-harmed. 

"When you can't see the ground in front 
of you for 60 metres or 70 metres you're in 
trouble before you've seen it," said Don 
Wales after the accident. 

Unfortunately, incoming tides meant the 
car could not be repaired on site in time to 
run again. 

Bluebird Electric is the culmination of 
months of tireless effort from the engineers 
at Bluebird Automotive with valuable assis¬ 
tance from the University of Bristol, 
Swansea Metropolitan University and Tirius 
Ltd. 

Bluebird is powered by 300 Nickel-cad¬ 
mium Vented cell batteries, channelled into 
two Brushless permanent magnetic motors, 
each producing 200kW of peak power and 
a total of 1 lOONm peak torque. 

But Bluebird would not have even been 
able to attempt a record at Pendine if it 
weren't for support the support crew from 
the Discovery Owners Club and a team of 
volunteer Fodders who cleared the beach 
of debris before Bluebird could run. 

More than 50 enthusiasts gave up their 
weekend to ensure the beach - also used 
for live testing by the Ministry of Defence - 


was safe. The Bluebird team also want to 
thank everyone who turned up over the 
weekend to show their support, and spon¬ 
sors Castrol, Aggreko, Bluestone, Goodyear, 
Dura, Ford, Southern Springs, Dickies, Phase 
Vision and Honour Motorsport as well as 
the countless other local businesses who 
contributed to making the effort possible. 

Despite the unfortunate circumstances of 
the weekend, Don Wales remains optimistic 
that Bluebird Electric will return to Pendine 
for another shot at record breaking: "We'll 
take the car back to Pembroke Docks and 
see what need to be fixed and where we go 
from here. 

"We're a small team with a lot of volunteer 
help and severely struggling with finance. 
Hopefully we can secure sponsorship to en¬ 
sure the project still has life in it. But the 


important thing is that Joe is well." 

There will be a number of opportunities 
to see Bluebird after the Pendine Speed tri¬ 
als. The public can get up close with the ve¬ 
hicle at this year's Ecovelocity Low Carbon 
Motor Festival from the September 8th- 
11th at Battersea Power Station and on Re¬ 
gent Street as part of the RAC Future Car 
Challenge on Saturday, November 5th.

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Silverstone Classic sets new Jaguar record 



T HE 2011 Silverstone Classic 
(July 22nd-24th) broke 
many records, but the 
biggest accolade for the event 
comes after Guinness World 
Records confirmed that a new 
record was set for the 'largest pa¬ 
rade of Jaguar cars' when 767 
Jaguar E-types took part in a spe¬ 
cial parade lap of the Silverstone 
Grand Prix circuit. 

On-track, a total of 1,104 race 
car entries and a crowd of 80,000 
across the weekend ensured that 
the Silverstone Classic proudly 
lived up to its claim of being the 
'the world's biggest classic motor 
racing festival'. 

But that was only part of the 
story for this sensational event, as 
thousands of classic cars packed 
into the Silverstone infield to be 
part of the world's biggest cele¬ 


bration of automotive heritage. 

The 2011 event was the major 
celebration of the 50th birthday 
of the Jaguar E-type, first pro¬ 
duced in 1961. 

More than 1000 E-types were on 
site and the vast majority of these 
took to the Grand Prix circuit on 
Saturday for a unique parade. 

Although in excess of 800 E- 
types took to the famous grand 
prix track, the record of 767 is 
based on the number of partici¬ 
pating cars meeting the strict 
record verification criteria. 

Getting over 800 gleaming E- 
types on and off the Silverstone 
track presented a considerable lo¬ 
gistical challenge and the result 
was an unrivalled display of one 
of the most beautiful sports cars 
ever produced. 

Owners came from across Eu¬ 


rope, from North America, Mexico 
and Australia to take part in this 
once-in-a-lifetime event. 

Among the parade were some 
very special examples of the E- 
type. These included famous E- 
types with registration numbers 
9600 HP, 77 RW and 848 CRY as 
well as the Lindner/Nocker low- 
drag racer. 

9600 HP is the oldest surviving 
E-type and the only 1960 proto¬ 
type in existence. It was the orig¬ 
inal launch car, the 150 mph road 
test car and the subject of the 
book'The Most Famous Car in the 
World'. 

77 RW is the earliest surviving 
production roadster and an orig¬ 
inal press car. 

848 CRY was the twelfth road¬ 
ster produced and the most ac¬ 
tive racing E-type in 1961; it also 
appeared in the film The Italian 
Job . 

The Lindner/Nocker low-drag 
lightweight racer was one of the 
12 original Lightweight E-types, 
raced in 1963/64 by Peter Lindner 
and Peter Nocker and the subject 
of a famous recent restoration.
